istration on coal purchases has de- 
veloped-a very spirited controversy. 
In support of his position in the mat- 
tar Director General Hines has issued 
the following statement: 


"An interesting fiction appears to be 


receiving some currency as to the at- 
titude of the United States Railroad 
Administration in purchasing coal. 
JThis fiction is to the effect that the | 
'Railroad Administration it conducting 
its. purchases ot coal in such a .way 
as .:-to force producers to sell to it 
below the cost of production, thus in 
turn forcing thorn to Increase their 
prices to the rest of the community.

"The remedy thus suggested for this 


.Hctitious evil would of course have 
the result of giving the coal opera- 
tors the relatively high prices fixed 
without any competition which the} 
could use as a basis for selling to the 
general .public so that the element of 
competition would fade from the pic- 
ture and virtually the whole consum- 
ing public would be paring prices 
which in the aggregate -would be far 


• in excess of what would lie necessary 


to maintain existing wages and pay 
sufficient profits. 


"Whll» it hardly s-sems necessary to 


flo so, I wish to give the country the 
assurance that the Railroad Adminis- 
tration has no such nnjus". and short- 
sighted purpose as to force producers 
to sell below cost or Impose a burden 
on the rest of the pnblic. There is no 


•• Institution, pnbKc or private, in the 


country that has a greater interest 


: In .the promotion of prosperity than 


the Railroad Administration has, be- 
cause the" more the business ot the 
country increases the more net reve- 
nues the Railroad Administration wii: 
enjoy. 
' 


"At the same Hme rtelieve it would 


toe opposed to the interests of the 


neral consuming public as well as 


of the government to forego absolutely 
all benefits of competition and buy 
coal for the government at unneces- 


'. jarily high -prices, "which in turn will 


immediately become the 
standard 


" prices for all .purchasers. 
Such 


' course would have a strong tendency 


to continue to preserve in the present 
period followms the war profits har- 


': ins entirely too strong a resemblance 


to 'the extraordinary 
profits 
which 


,-Vtie realized during the war. 


"As an illustration of the caution 


, ,wfcich the Railroad Administration, is 
: observing in this matter it, has estab- 


lished the policy, that e;u:'n railroad 
shall buy its. own .coal, thus avoid- 
ing any greater concentration of pur- 
chasing power than existed under pri- 
vate management . It has also in- 
structed that in purchasing coal the 
railroad must take inito considera- 
tion the Director General's policy to 
make as wide a. distribution of the 
tonnage bought as 
conditions 
will 


permit, considering quality, transpor- 
tation and price, at the same time con- 
fining so far as practicable purchases 
to producers on the individual roads. 
It has also directed'that no railroad 
should accept any bid which would 
involve the cutting of the existing 
scale of mining wages. It has fur- 
ther provided that coal prices actually 
contracted for shall not be secret 
but shall be available for the infor- 
'tution oJ any interested coal opera- 
tor and also of the miners." 


In reply to Director General nines 


', J. D. A. Morrow, general secretary of 
. the'- National Coal Association, and 


> well known in the Connellsrille region 


as director .of production- under the 
Fuel Administration, has issued the 
following: 


; 
"The director general of railroads 


. has referred to .public characteriza- 
. lions of his methods in the purchase 
te{ railroad fuel as "interesting fiction/ 


and has charged that the bituminous 
coal operators are attempting to elim- 
laate competition from the business in 


; order to force the whole consuming 
; public 
to pay .unnecessarily high 


; prices. 


T 
"From the outset of their confer- 


[ ences with the United States Railroad 
; Administration regarding its railroad 


fuel policy the bituminous coal opera- 


' tors declined to discuss prices. Pre- 


cisely as the director general, an in- 
terested party, has avoided trying to 
name a price which 'be considered 
fair for any district, so have the op- 
erators, as the other interested party, 
declined to attempt any d«-terarication 


*of fair prices. They have .nsisted that 


this determination be made by some 
: Impartial agency. 
; 


"It should be clearly understood 


duatry would not advocate such price 
determination and such policy under 
normal conditions. The industry has 
recognized, however, that under the 
abnormal conditions of readjustment, 
with widespread unemployment and 
unrest, a special condition prevails 
which should be met 'broadly and un- 
selfishly, and the operators have ex- 
pressed their readiness to .meet this 
condition in that manner. The direc- 
tor general of railroads to date has 
not appeared willing to deal with this 
condition in the same manner. 


"On January 11, in a letter to the 


director general, the association's po- 
sition was denned in the following 
language: 


" 'Confirming our conference yester- 


day with yourself and other represen- 
tatives ot the United States Railroad 
Administration, the bituminous coal 
operators 
believe that the United 


'States Railroad 'Administration, in 
pursuance of its present policy of ar- 
ranging... for its. fuel supply, is pro- 
ceeding without regard to other public 
interests not committed to. its care. 
That policy has already resulted in a 
labor crisis in the coal fields. Con- 
tinuance of that policy will inevitably 
compel .wage reductions and'general 
wide-spread, labor disturbances. Un- 
der these conditions grave matters of 
public interest affecting the industrial 
peace of the. country are involved. 


."'In our judgment tht whole ques- 


tion ot fuel supply shou'.d be settled, 
not through the arbitrary exercis-e of 
power which only one cif the parties 
directly concerned may bring to bear, 
but on a basis.of fact ac.d fairness to 
be determined by complete and im- 
partial investigation in full recogni- 
tion of .the rights and duties of the 
Railroad Administration, private con- 
sumers, .the miners, the operators and 
the general public. 


"'In compliance with your request 


th&t we propose a solution of the im- 
mediate problem involved we respect- 
fully suggest that you suspend the 
present policy in relation to fuel sup- 
ply until the whole matter'can bs 
considered and settled on the broad 
basis ot public interest. To that end 
we pledge you our cooperation.' 


"During the three months which 


have elapsed since that date the asso- 
ciation has not changed its position in 
this respect.' Its acceptance of the 
Industrial Board's invitation to con- 
sider fair prices for coal was therefore 
strictly in line with its policy from 
the outset, and the coal operators were 
willing to leave to this board and. oth- 
er impartial governmental agencies 
the determination of what price would 
be fair for any and- all consumers. 
The director general's charge, there- 
fore, that the operators arc seeking to 
obtain unwarranted prices is abso- 
lutely unfounded. 
' 


"The United States Railroad Ad- 


ministration claims that its .present 
arrangements in obtaining railroad 
fuel coal will adequately safeguard 
the public interest, involved. For ex- 
ample, to avoid unduly depressing the 
prices of coal, the director general 
has prohibited the .purchasing agents 
of the various roads from naming 
prices which the operators must meet 
to obtain a share of the business but 
he permits coal speculators to bid on 
the railroad business without naming 
the mines from which the coal is to 
cotne, and without 'having their com- 
mitments covered in advance, where- 
upon these speculators adopt precise- 
ly the tactics which, he has forbidden 
his own agents to use, 


"It is stated that the tonnage will 


be distributed fairly through permit- 
ting the purchasing agent of each 
railroad to buy his own coal. So far 
as is known, howerer. there is no j 
practical provision to prevent the pur- 
chasing agents of different railroads 
from bunching their orders in the 
same district or in the same mines. 
Since it is. the policy ot the Railroad 
Administration to buy cheaply, it is 
the inevitable tendency to bunch or- 
ders in toe low cost districts and in

As an illustra- 
tion, when the Pennsylvania bines, 
West, closed their Fittafcrurg district 
fuel business for the month of April, 
within the present week, a half dozen 
operators "were given tbe entire busi- 
ness at low bids, some of which were 
below thf cost of production and were 
DO specified when the bids were sent 
in. 
Other operators who have nor- 


mally shared in this business were 
deprived of their orders. 


"As evidence oC good fahh and of 


fairness'to all paries concerned, the 
coal operators asked*1 that all bids on 
railroad coal be made public, as i-o 
done by every other government de- 
partment This request has been re- 
fused, and only information made 
public as to the price at which the 
business is finally placed. Despite the 
director general's public statement 
cf February 19. that this information 
would be available to any interested 
party, it has been refused coal opera- 
tors and their accredited representa- 
tives as late as the 28th day of March, 
on the ground that iocal representa- 
tives of the Railroad Administration 
have no instructions to give out such 
information. 


"In short, tbe bituminous coal op- 


erators have endeavored to obtain the 
cooperation of the United States Rail- 
road Administration in an effective 
manner, to deal with a question 
which they conaid.er of vital interest 
to the general public. The Industrial 
Board appears to them to afford a me- 
dium by wh:ch a practical solution of 
the difficulties could be obtained with 
all the rights and interests of the gen- 
eral consumers of coal entirely safe-; 
guarded. They are still ready to co- 
operate with this board and the direc- 
tor general of railroads in what seems 
to them an. eminently broad and sen- 
sible program to meet an extraordin- 
ary condition."

CONTINUE THE DECLINE 
WHICH BEGAN LAST FALL 


February Rerenoes I.«ss Than In Jan- 


nary and Below Those of Same 


Months a! J-ast Year. 


HaJJroad net earnings in February 


continued the decline started last fall, 
and were less than in January 
or 


than in February of last.year. The 
net revenue was about $10,109,000, or 
$8,674,000 less than in'the preceding 
month and-$l,7.14,000 leas than in Feb- 
ruary, 1.918.

And for this work, a most excellent 
polish for any hard wood Is one com- 
posed of one-third each of wood al- 
cohol, vinegar and olive oil. An eighth 
of the quantity of linseed oil added 
wjn increase Its polishing capacities, 
but this necessitates greater elbow 
grease to prevent stickiness of the 
wood surface. 


Powdered pumice and olive oil make 


a splendid cleanser for mnhogany. Es- 
pecially with an okl piece, the beauty 
and depth of coior may be entirely 
dimmed by dust and dirt that has col- 
lected through the months, if not the 
years.

With 
the pad thus made the wood is rubbed 
vigorously, renewing the oil or pow- 
der as needed, according to th« con- 
dition of the swab. It will rapidly be- 
come dirty and must be folded under 
irom time to tlmii that the old dirt 


shall not be rubbed into the furniture.

To entirely remove stains and dis 


coloration from marble baseboards oi 
show cases, tables or floors or mantel- 
pieces, dissolve powdered whiting Ir 
Tery strong soda water. Apply with 
flannel and leave on to dry for twen- 
ty-four hours. 


The Care of Matting. 


The broom, even the covered one, 


is not good for matting:, and neither 
is the frequent use of the wet cloth.. 
The carpet-sweeper, used across the 
grain, 'is better; and the vacuum- 
cleaner is, of course, best of- all. But 
in between the latter two cpmes the 
hearth-brush, which Is a life-preserver 
to the matting and a labor-saver to 
the houseworker. To go over a. mat- 
tlng«cowred room with a dustpan and 
one of these bru.thes is a matter of 
only a few minates. These .soft hair- 
brushes, thus used, raise little dust; 
they keep the matting and the corners 
in proper condition, and they do not 
roughen and injure the matting's.sur- 
face. Another tnrrlt Is that they may 
be washed without injnry if they are 
quickly dried.
